I Paris)—An Austrian submarine- 
land an Italian destroyer wers 
sunk in a duel on the night of Oc- 
tober 16, according to an official 
statement issued by the admiralty 
today.

tacked a transport which escaped. 


The text of the statement 


follows: 


"An Austrian submersible 


attempted on the night of Oc- 


tober 16-17 to torpedo one of 
our 
transports 
conveying 


troops but was discovered 
and attacked by a convoying 
destroyer. 
The 
submarine 


and the destroyer sank while 
the transport reached its des- 
tination safely. The majority 
of the crew of the destroyer 
was Saved and the two offi- 
cers and eleven men of the 
crew of the submarine were 


made prisoner. 


"On the night of Novem- 


ber 1, our destroyers, after 
crossing boldly-and success- 
fully entering a mine zone and 
surmounting by their daring 
solid obstacles defending the 
Fasana-Pola canal managed 
to 
enter 
the customary 


anchorage of part of the Aus- 
trian fleet. Two torpedoes 
were fired against on* large 


ship and were observed to 
catch in the vessel's torpedo 


net. 


"For two hours our de- 


stroyers reconnoitered within 
a few hundred yards of the 
forte and strong citadel of 
Pola and were only withdrawn 
when they had accomplished 
difficult and most delicate 
missions. Numerous powerful 
searchlights beat the sky and 


sea and batteries opened ran- 
dom and futile fire. 


"On the night of Novem- 


ber 3, several of our deetroy- 
em sank a large Amtrian 
steamer anchored at Durazzo 
under the ihelter of defenses 
and a mine zone. Enemy de-. 
stroyere came out and were 
attacked by our ship« which 
forced their retreat. Our de- 
stroyers then returned lately 
to their bwe. On November 


5 three enemy destroyers ap- 
peared at dawn before Santa 
Pidiobnare and began to 
bombard that part of the 
coast. One of our armored 
trains rushed up, engaged and 
drove off the enemy. Two de- 
stroyers were hit and one wai 
seen with a heavy list being 
assisted by othen. The en- 
emy flre was ineffective, one 
railroad man being slightly 
wounded and un&ll damage 
done to private property."

Albany to the election boards in 
the. various districts in which the 
militia voters live. Like delays in 
relation to the militia vote

said to exist in other states hav- 
ing troops on tlic border. 


The situation, unique; iu Amer- 


ican presidential elections since 
the civil war period, was pointci 
out as fraught with possibilities. 
Should the presidential vote in 
New York state, for instance, 
show a nnrrow plurality one way 
or the other, the completion of 
the state's electoral vote 
mig it 


not he known until

canvass six weeks hence, when 
the ''soldier vote"

The submarine 


and the destroyer sank while 
.the. transport reached.its des- 
tination safely. The majority 
of the crew of the destroyer 
was saved and the two offi- 
cers^and eleven men of the 
craw of the submarine were 
made prisoner. 


"On the night of Novem- 


ber 1, our destroyers, after 
crossing boldly arid success- 
fully entering a mine zone and 
surmounting by their daring 
solid obstacles defending the 
Fasana-Pola canal managed 
to 
enter 
the customary 


anchorage of part of the Aus- 
trian fleet. Two torpedoes 
were fired against one large 
ship ,and were observed .to 
catch in the vessel's torpedo 
net. 


"For two hours our de- 


stroyers reconnoitered within 
a few hundred yards of "the 
forts and strong citadel of 
Pola and were only withdrawn 
when they had accomplished 
difficult and > most delicate 
missions. Numerous powerful 
searchlights beat the sky and 
sea and batteries opened ran- 
dom and.futile fire. ' 


"On the night of Novem- 


ber 3, several of our destroy- 
ers sank a large Austrian 
steamer anchored at Duraazo 
under the shelter of defenses 
and a mine zone. Enemy de- 
stroyers came out and were 
attacked by our ships which 
forced their retreat. Onr de- 
stroyers then returned safely 
to their base. On November"" 
5 thre« enemy.destroyers ap- 
.peared at dawn before Santa - 
Pidiolmare- and began to 
bombard that part of the 
coast. 
One of our armored 


trains rushed up, engaged and 
drove off the enemy. Two de- 
stroyers were hit and one was 
seen with a heavy list being 
assisted'by others. The en- 
emy, fire was ineffective, one 
railroad man being slightly 
wounded and small damage 
done to private property."
